There are societies of “rich 
men, p oor men, 'beg g ar men, thiev ­ 
es," for it is a notoriou s fact th at 
ev en the beg g ars of Berlin hav e a 
hig hly org anized u nion w ith a con­ 
stitu tion, by -laws and fees. 
Recog nized 
g eniu s 
can 
stand

for the award of the Pulitzer prize for “ the best edi­ 
torial of the y ear” to William Allen White of Kansas, j 
; editor of the Emporia Gazette. 
Other editors willing- 
j ly pay homage to both the theme and the treatment 
i of it by one of the masters of the editorial art. 
The theme was freedom of speech, for the defense 
of which the editor had been arrested in a case which 
gained national fame. 
He prov ed his legal right to 
print frank criticism of public men and their acts, 
and then whote his remarkable editorial-letter “ To 
an Anx ious Friend” . 
This friend was a conserv ativ e 
who worried about the peril to American institutions 
from radical utterances. 
Gently and eloquently M;, 
White rebuked him, say ing in part: 
"Only when free utterance is suppressed is it need­ 
ed, and when it is needed it is most v ital justice. 
Peace is good. 
But if y ou are interested in peace 
through force and without free discussion, y our in­ 
terest in justice is slight. 
And peace without justice 
is ty ranny , no matter how much y ou may sugar-coat 
it with ex pediency . 
“ So, dear friend, put fear out of y our heart. Tb*- 
nation will surv iv e, this state will prosper, the orderly 
business of life will go forward, if only men can 
speak in whatev er way is giv en them to utter what 
their hearts hold. 
Reason nev er has failed men. 
Only force and suppression hav e made wrecks of the 
world.”
